It’s Your Job - Do It 


Tuesday next is a day of decision for candidates, 
seeking their party’s endorsement for elective office. 

Will it be your day of decision, too? 

You — every registered voter reading this editorial — 
have the obligation to choose the candidates for whom we 
will all vote in November. 

This is a vital part of our democratic system — select- 
ing our candidates — for how else can we be reasonably 
certain that they are qualified, prudent men and women, 
who will serve us faithfully?

Action Needed Promptly 


Lovejoy rd., in its present condition, is one of the most 
dangerous streets in town for our children to use on their 
way to and from school. 

And one of the smartest moves, to increase the safety 
factor, was the decision Tuesday to shut off the street 
in the morning, so that the children can walk on the side 
of the paved surface without fear. 

Monday, the first day at the Henry C. Sanborn School, it 
was evident to some observers that the children were not 
going to be safe on that street, without additional action. 
Some were forced to walk in the drainage ditch, whenever 
two cars passed. This might be alright in an emergency, 
but what of the days when the ditch is soggy, or when the 
snow is piled up on both sides of the street? 

In addition to the action taken Tuesday, in shutting off 
the street to traffic for a half-hour, there are two other 
alternatives: 

The town, through its manager, can hire a bus to carry 
the children who normally will walk to school. Or.... 

The town can provide crossing guards to walk up and 
down the street with the children, who would be required 
to form a patrol on the way to school every morning. 

There is much justification for the first suggestion — 
hiring a bus — and we hope our town officials will give it 
plenty of thought. 


The School Committee can’t, or perhaps won’t, make 
this exception to its rule on walking to the elementary 
school if the child’s residence is less than a mile away. 

By providing this transportation, the School Committee 
would open the doors to every request, from every neigh- 
borhood, throughout the town. 

But the town manager and Selectmen can provide the 
bus, without setting the precedent. 

After all, the condition of the road and planning for its 
reconstruction is in the hands of the administration. And 
if the road is not adequate, the responsibility lies with 
the manager and the Selectmen, regardless of the circum- 
stances surrounding the lack of activity there during the 
summer. 

In the best interests of the children walking along Love- 
joy rd., we urge prompt decisions, without regard for any 
other factor than the safety of those youngsters,

Papers, trash and other rubbish 
should not be placed inthe garbage, 
because it is to be used as feed 
at a Rowley pig farm. The only 
allowed paper is one large bag, 
inside the receptacle.

Cost Figures 
Are Released 


Final cost estimates on Urban 
Renewal have been presented to 
town officials by the Housing 
Authority. 

The figures indicate a gross 
town share of the $3,846,148 pro- 
gram will be $675,449. 

This figure is sharply lowered 
by the credit-payment of $282,600 
for the existing town hall, fire 
station and the land under these 
two buildings. 

Then, ifthe town spends $231,950 
on improvements to streets, utili- 
ties, drainage, etc., anothercredit 
of $202,487 is applied against the 
gross share. 

Thirdly, the town’s gross share 
is also reduced by the amount of 
one year’s taxes from the area - 
$46,477. 

The report shows a net cost 
to the town, as its cash share, of 
$143, 885. 

Adding the figure to the $231,950 
for improvements (this is also 
a cash outlay by the town), the 
report shows a total appropriation 
requirement of $373,835 over a 
three-year period. 

In figuring the total cost of the 
project, however, town officials 
emphasize that the annual cost 
of the bond issue concerned with 
building a new town hall, police 
station and fire station, must be 
added. 

This figure has not yet been 
released by 
townspeople studying the problem, 
quite separately from Urban 
Renewal. 

The report, in considerable de- 
tail, shows that a bond issue in 
the rounded-off sum of $376,000 - 
for 20 years - would require 
payment of $100,096 in interest 
over that period of time.

gether - principal and interest - 
produces a total cost of $476,096. 

The state, according to the re- 
port, will pay one-half of this 
amount, during the 20-year period 
- much as the school construction 
assistance is paid off. 

This latter amount, to be re- 
ceived over a 20-year period, 
amounts to $185,746. 

Thus the eventual cost - sub- 
tracting the state’s payments from 
the total cost of the bond issue - 
is $290,350. 

The report sets forth a detailed 
breakdown of the cost of each 
street repair, sewer installation, 
etc. These figures are being 
studied by the town engineer, who 
will give the Selectmen revised 
estimates if necessary. 

The cost figures reported here 
do not include the cost of any 
municipal building which will be 
built under the program. Urban 
Renewal, it has been explained, 
-does not study construction costs 
nor get into the area of architec- 
tural planning on specific struc- 
tures.
